SAN DigeGco, May 6.—{Special.] The 
Itata put to sea this evening without 
clearance and with Deputy United 
States Marshal Spencer on board. 

Marshal Gard was lying with his tug 
and armed men at the harbér entrance 
asthe Itata passed out, but did not 
delay the insurgeut’s departure. 

HOW SHE ESCAPED. 
SAN Dreco, May 6.—[By the Asso- 


iciated Press.}] The Chilean steamer 


Itata this evening put to sea carrying 
with ber a Deputy United States Mar- 
shal who Wason board. Her departure 
was not unexpected though it was not 
thought she would go so soon. Mar- 
shal Gard was not aware that the cap- 
tain of the Itata had any intention of 
defying his authority, for the Marshal 
had gone an hour before the Itata 
sailed, in search of the schooner Rob- 
ert and Minnie. 
THE ROBERT AND MINNIE. 

Marshal Gard’s errand on his second 
trip out of the harbor was to take the 
suhooner Robert and Minnie, anywhere 
she might be found in the open seas 
outside of Mexican jurisdictiaqp, as a 
piratical craft. The Marshal’s launch 
left the wharf at 4 o’clock. Besides 
Maj. Gard, there were aboagd A. C. 
Spaulding of San Francisco, A. M/ 
Conoughy, Capt. Crawford, and four 
soldiers trom the barracks, armed with 
riflesand ammunition belts, who had 
been detailed to go on the expedition 
at the request of Marshal Gard. 

Itis known that the Marshal re- 
ceived instructions from Washington 
that he had authority to take the Rob- 
ert and Minnie on the high seas under 
the negtrality and piracy laws, but by 
whom tbese orders were issued could 
not: be ascertained. 

GARD MEANS BUSINESS. 

Marshal Gard was very close- 
mouthed when questioned on this 
point, simply .saying that he meant 
business, and he intended bringing the 
schooner back if he came up to her. 

The supposed Chilean warship seen 
yesterday, now turns out to have been 
the Panama steamer New York, which 


for some cause steamed to the entrance 
of the harbor. 


At midnight tonight Marshal Gard 


and party returned from the outside 
and reported that the Robert and Min- 
nie had completely disappeared.

AN EARLIER DISPATCH. 
Hunting the Robert and Minnie~San 
Diego Jackassery. 

SAN Dieao, May 6.—[Special.] The 
Chilean steamer Itata, whose mission 
is supposed to be to receive arms and 
ammunition from the schooner Robert 
and Minnie and transport the same to 
Chile for use of the-insurgents, is still 
in port here.. The schooner is outside 
and keeps beating up and down some 
twenty miles off shore, at times lying 
in the lee of Coronado Islunds, which 
are south of the Mexican line. The 
customs officers sighted her yesterday 
off shore to the nortn“and west of 
Point Loma. A small schooner was 
alongside of her, which was supposed 


to be the means of communication be- : 


tween the Robert and Minnie outside 
and the Itata inside. 

A force of custom officers went out 
in a tug on Tuesday night and scoured 
the ocean to see if the Robert and 
Minnie was in the waters of the. cus- 
tom district. Finding her too far 
away, they returned inside the heads }' 
and lay tO till daylight, when they 
went outside again with the same re- 
sult. Onthe second trip they were 
followed by a tug containing the 
United States Mafshal; Harry Morse, 
the San Francisco detective, who is 
passing bere under the name. of 
Spalding, and some newspaper men;

lands and returned to .the city.

she has spent a few thousand dollars 
in San Diego for provisions. The 
meeting was instigated by parties who 
made a tool of en old man named 
Choate, who is remembered by numer- 
ous boom-time investors as the pur- 
veyor of an addition remote from the 
city and covered knee-deep with boul- 
ders. Choate is anxious for another 
boom, and thinks the detention of the 
Itata hurts the town and may cause 
loss of future trade with the Chilean 
insurgents. The United States Marshal 
also came in for a share of the blame, 
and it was alleged that a job was put up 
by Los Angeles and the Marshal came 
here to carry itout. The mebdting was 
called to order by the president of the 
Chamber of Commerce. Nobody but 
Choate had the hardihood to say any- 
thing in favor of the objectof the 
meeting, although Dr. Gochenauer of 
the Sun moved that acommittee be 
appointed to investigate the facts. 
Finally Judge Aitken, Gen. Murray 
and others characterized the meeting 
as a‘‘sublime exhibition of jackass- 
éry”. and approval of this sentiment 
wasso unanimous that the meeting 
adjourned without appointing (cochen- 
auer’s committee to investigate the 
United States Government. 


THE ORDER FOR SEIZURE, 


Vigilant’s and the schooner’s lights were 
éxtinguished as they passed down the bay 
to sea.

“Regarding the arrival of the Itata at 
San Diego, | know that the steamer has 
come there foraioad of provisions to re 
cruit the warships now in possession of the 
Congressional party. No one has authority 
to stop the shipment of either arms or pro- 
visions in San Diego orany other port in 
the United States. Up tothe present time 
no neutrality proclamation has been issued 
by the President of the United States for- 
bidding the shipment of supplies, and any 
one has a \ perfect rightto embark in the 
business.’ 

J. W. Grace & Co, state that while they 
are agents for the South American Steam 
Navigation Company, they have no connec< 
tion or cognizance of the presence of the 
steamer Itata at San Diego. The Ita 
and all the fleet of the company, except th 

Imperiale, have been seized by the Chilear 
insurgents, according to the statement of. 
United States Consular Secretary McCreery, 
as published in the Chronicle of April 27. 

The Itata is a vessel of 1764 tons grosi 
register, with engines of 549 horse-power, 
and was built as far batk as 1873. It wat 
reported on the street yesterday that the 
steamer Sirius was to call at Cagalina Island 
and there take on board arms and muni: 
tions of war from the Robert and Minnie,

WASHINGTON, May 6.—|By the <As- 
sociated Press.] On Thursday, as the 
result of an inquiry by telegraph, the 
Collector of Customs at Wilmington,

Secretary Foster today refused to 
give out for publication the telegrams 
that have passed between the Depart- 
ment and the Collector with reference 
to the matter, orto say anything on 
the subject; further than that it had 
been referred to the Attorney-General 
for an opinion. The opinion asked for, 
it is said, is whether it would be a vio- 
lation of the neuirality laws to allow 
the transfer of arms, etc:, as proposed. 

THE PRESIDENT TAKES A HAND.

Trial of Parkins Continued 
Before Judge Shaw. 


: THE STORY OF THE DEFENDANT 


Commencement of the Contest Over 
the Leonis Estate—Strong Ar-~ 
ray of Legal Talent—New 
Sults—Court Notes. 


In Department Six of the Superior Court, 
yesterday morning, the trial of H. F. Par- 
kins, the proprietor of the Three-mile 
House, near Tropico, upon the charge of 
having received stolen property on January 
25, last, was.resumed before Judge Lucien 


Shaw and a jury, and occupied their atten- 
tion all day. 


J.P. Hilton, who was on the witness 
stand whén court adjourned on Tuesday 
evening, was recalled for further cross- 
examination, but was soon excused. 

©. E. Wallin, of the clty detective force, 
testified that on February 9, last, the de- 
fendant, at the request of the Chief, called 
at the City Jail to identify the boy Murphy, 
who was then under arrest: but that Par- 
kins failed to do so, and denied ever having 
seen him before. 


G. W. Porter stated that he had seen Mur- 
phy and Wilson at Salisbury’s barn on the 
afternoon of Friday, the of January, 


Deputy Sheriff W.H. Kussell testified 
that he had been informed that there was a 
quantity of stolen goods at Parkins’ house, 
and accordingly. on February 16 he went 
out there armed with a warrant for Parkins’ 
and ascarch warrant for the fprem- 

The defendant, who had been sworn in a 
coup'e of days earlier by the Sheriff asa 
deputy in orderto assistin capturing the 
thieves, was then arrested. While Parkins 
atid Sheriff Gibson remained in the bar 
taiking the matter over, the. witness 
searched the premises and~ found the har- 
ness hangisg upon the wall of a back room 
covered over with several skirts, When 
questioned, Parkins said he purchased it for 
$16 from aman who drove by in a wagon 
several days before. 

The prosecution then rested its case, and 
the defendant. Hi. F, Parkins, was called to 
the stand to testify in his own defense. He 
stated that he had made arrangements with 
Detective Bosqui of the police force to assist 
in capturing the parties who had beén 


‘ stealing goods from the Southern Pacific 


Company, and that he purchased the 
harness from Murphy and Wiison ia order 


to win their confidence. He then repeated | d 


the story he told on his former trial. 

On cross-examination, however, he did 
not make a very good showing, as he con- 
tradictedt himseif on various points, and 
was unable to explain why he had not told 
the police about having bought the harness, 
or why he did not identify Murphy at the 
City Jail. 

Deputy District Attorney Paibbs was ex- 
amined by the defense as to where certain 
statements in writing said to baye been 
made by Murphy and Wilson at the Dis- 
trict Attorney’s office, was to be found, but 
he Koew nothing about the matter; nor did 
Deputy Sheriff Russell, who was recalled 
for the same purpose. 

The Court refused to’ allow Mr. Brooks 
to continue this line of examination? and 

Detective W. A. Borqui was called in for 
the defense. : 

Bosqui testified that he had known the 
defendant for about a yearand a half. 
About the latter part of last September he 
was at the station when a telephone mes- 
sage came in requesting his presence at the 
San-Fernando aepot. He responded and 
was met by Parkins, who told him that 
several parties had been trying to ——- 

en 


~ of liquor which he believed to have 


stolen. The witness requested him to buy 
it and if possible hold the parties until he 
came. An arrangement was then made to 
catch the thieves that night, but they falled 
to materialize. Several other appointments 
were made, but nothing comé of them. The 
Southern Pacific Company having reperted 
that about #2000 worth of goods had been 
stolen, the witness was confident that with 
the aia of Parkins he could 
capture both the thieves and property 
apd be offered the defendant $100 in gold 
as a reward should he succeed in doing so. 
‘The witness went out to the Three-mile 
House a number of times, and on one occa- 
sion remained there ali night; but was un- 
able to obtain any trace of the thieves. On 
February 9 he received a telephone message 
from Parkins to the effect that the parties 
were at his place with some of the goods, 
and he at once drove out there, accompa- 
nied by Detective Bowler, but on arrival at 

them that the par- 
ties had just left. They accordingly ‘turned 
back and gave chase, but could not find the 
thieves, The witness pail Parkins 9, 
which he said he had paid for the goods, 
taking his receipt therefor, and Detective 
Bowler subsequently went out and found a 
large piece of ribbon. Shortly afterward 
the two boys, Murphy and Wilson, were ar- 
rested, but Parkius failed to identify the 
tormer at the city prison, | 

J. M. Walter and J. J. Lowe stated that 
they had _ offered to buy'the harness from 
Parkins, but he bad refused to sell or 
trade it. : 

‘T. J. Bedford said he accompanied the 
witness Hilton to the office of Division 
Superintendent E. E. Hewitt, at the Arcade 
depot, when Hilton inquired as tothe re- 
ward offered for the return of the stolen 


8, 

J. W. Cook, a friend of Parkins, stated 
that he accompanied Sheriff Gibson to the 
County Jail after the defendant had been 
arrested; and that Parkins had been induced 


to guilty. 


Crumb testified to having had a con- 
versation with the convict Murphy, on the 
way from the courtroom to the County Jail, 
when the latter said that he had just re- 
ceived one year and he would not mind get- 
ting another iv order tu “cinch” Parkins 

J. Belt, an old colored man, testified 
that Parkins told him that the harness in 
question had been stolen, 

Mrs. Mary Parkinsremembered the har- 
ness being brouchtto the house and her 
husband telling her about it, lt was left in 
the shed foracouple of days and subse- 
» ae taken into the house. Parkins was 

runk, and did not know what he was doing 
that day. 

At thie juncture court adjourned until 10

His Case Not Settled by His 
Conviction. 


THE CONGREGATION DIVIDED 


Spirited Controversy Befora the San 
Francisco Presbytery — Peti- 
tions for ahd Against the -. 
Convicted Preacher. 


The latest phase of the Ellis matter is 
given inthe San Francisco Chronicle of 
"‘Luesday, as follows: 


‘The conviction of Rey. Dr. Ellis has evi- 
dentiy not ended the troubles of the presby- 
tery concerning him, and very much of th 
session of that body yesterday was con- 
sumed in an animated argument bearin 
upon his case, The discussion began wit 
the readiug of a communication from the 
session of the Central church. it was sub- 
mitted to the presbytery by the Committee 
on Bills and Overtures without reoommens 
dation, It recited the efforts of the presby- 
tery to form a syndicate in aid of the church 
aud the resolution of Dr. Ellis at that time 
to retire from the pulpit. . The session now 
wants Dr. Ellis to resume his relations 
with the church as pastor, and wishes th 
presbytery toaccepthimassuch. 

Rev. Dr.«Woodworth thought that the 
session of the Central church should be 
recommended to purchase. a copy’ of the 
Confession of Faith, which contains much 
valuabie information, ' 

Dr, Chapman moved, however, that. the 
session should be authorized to fill the pul- 
pit of the tabernacle until the next meest- 
ing of the presbyter 


y. 
It has the right 8d: to do,” 


declared Dr. Chapman, “and the action of 
the proebytery regarding Dr. Ellis, permits 
him still each. Ifthe congregation of 
the Central Tabernacle . shall 
churéli or do what is unwise, that is its bus- 
iness; the responsibility rests u At.’” 
Rev. A. J. Kerr hoped that the motion 
would not prevail. It meant simply . that 
Dr. Eliis would be invi to the pulpit. 
Ellis bad preached Sunday against tie 
earnest protest of the chairman of the Home

Dr. Mackenzie’s motion to return 
communication to the church was adopted: 
Rev. H. H. Rice in afew words censured 
the session of the church for Ng ty Nth 
rovisions of the plan by. whith’ Rev. ‘Mf. 
aris was to supply the pulpit. 
3. Grubb, a member of the session, main- 
tained that there had been no violation 
whatever. ‘The actions of the Central 
church made it perfectly evident that Dr. 
Faris was not wanted if Dr. Ellis could be 
obtained. Dr. Adamshad protested against 
Dr. Ellis entering the pulpit on Sunday, 
not because it was illegal, but because it 
would not be good policy. 
“We are the best judges of what is good 
policy forthe Central church,” continued 
Mr. Grubb, “and we see nu reason why Dr.

It was 
eignee by Rev. A. J. Kerr, the prosecutor 
who deciared that the sentence, in view of 
the facts in the case, was absurdedly inade- 
quate. ‘ ‘fhe synod will thus have two ap- 
peals, one from each side, one protesting 
against tlie injustice of the conviction, the 
other against the inadequacy of puunish- 
ment. Both will be heard in October. 
Beside the Ejilis matter, the only other 
important business transacted was the elec- 
tion of Rev. D. 'T, C, Easton ag commis- 
sioner to the nd assembly, with J. M.

DYNAMITE GUNS. 


“J ACKASSERY” is what Gen. Eli Mur- 
ray et al., with amazing irreverence, 
denominated the profoundly states- 
manlike measure introduced into the 
San Diego Chamber of Commerce yes- 
terday by Brer Choate. The General 
has remarkable hardihood, for Mr. 
Choate’s resolution, to denounce Los 
Angeles and United States Marshal 
Gard for “putting up a job on San 
Diego”’ by seizing the Chilean insur- 
gent steamer Itata, was certainly an 
asstoot move on the part of Brer 
Choate. 


THE question of the moment ie, 
“Who were the Los Angeles conspira- 
tors who worked up that mendacious 
scheme to crush San Diego’s budding 
boom by attempting to seize the Chil- 
ean steamer Itata and thus cut off her 
trade with the hungry city of Bayn- 
climate?’ Let us have the names! 
And let George Gard give an account 
of himself! Is he a United States 
Marshal, or just a plain boom-buster? 
San Diego is hot, and San Diego 
wants to know, you know! © 


Somes people want the rate of post- 
age reduced to one cent an ounce. It 
will probably come before long, but, 
meantime, the present rate js pretty 
reasonable for an extensive country 
like this. The reduction from three to 
two cents cost the Government nearly 
$3,000,000 the first year, but the great 
increase in correspondence will soon 
make up that loss. 


Torpedoes have recently proved their 
eflicacy against monster ironclads 
down in Chile, and people are asking 
what isthe use of putting $5,000,000 
into such an expensive and cumbrous 
machine as one of these great vessels, 
when, for the game money, we could 
have, perhaps, fifty death-dealing little 
boats, each of themcapable of blowing 
several of the so-called ‘‘monarcls of 
the deep’’ out of the water. 

There are other recent inventions, 
besides torpedo boats, which are likely 
to aid a country like the United States 
in case of an. attack from a nation 
with a powerful navy... Experiments 
were recently made in England with a 
15-inch pneumatic torpedo gun, in- 
vented by Capt. E. L. Zalinski of the 
Fifth United States Artillery, now sta- 
tioned in San Franciscos Three of 
these guns are to be constructed for 
the defense of that city and seven 
others for the defense of largo ports on 
‘the Atlantic coast. 

Experiments made in this country 
with smaller calibers of pneumatic 
torpedo guns have conclusively demon- 
strated their accuracy of aim. At a 
distance of over a mile, the first shell 
fired at a schooner shattered its -main- 
mastand the second destroyed the 
ship completely, the third striking the 
débris above water. At a range ofa 
little less than a mile, four out of five 
shelis landed in essentially the same 
spot, while the fifth went about séven 
yards beyond. 
Capt. Zalinski was interviewed in 
San Francisco afew days ago by the 
San Francisco Bulletin, from whose re- 
port we extract the following: 


eCapt. Zalinski was found at the Pre- 
sidio and was questioned concerning the 
English tests and what they have demon- 
strated. He said that at a range of 4,000 
yards at Shoeburyness, six shots entered 
the sand in a space only 23¢ yards long by 
14¢ yards wide. ‘I'wo successive shots fired 
am the 2290 yard range entered the same 
hole in the sand, Captaia Zalinski had 
just received these details‘ from Maj. G. 
S. Clarke of the Royai Engineers, who was 
present on the, proving ground, Major 
Clarke wrote that “nothing like this has 
ever been seen before in England, and even 
the Philistines admit it.” It: is propabie, 
Captain Zalinski thinks, that the next. ex- 
periments will be firing at a ship, and he 
hopes that an ironclad will be taken for a 
target. No foreign nation, excepting the 
English, has ever experimented with the 
torpedo gun, although there have been 
statements to the contrary, The capabili- 
ties for projecting a mass of dynamite, Capt. 
Zalinski stated, ‘Were about as follows:
